| | ‘The Pope and Peace. 

The news that a Papal envoy is coming 
to Ireland—according to Reuter’s Agency, 
Monsignor Lazio has started from Rome— 


history. All, from the time of Rinuccini 
to that of Persico, were stormy chapters. 
Throughout the centuries Popes have been 
slow .to interfere personally in Irish 
affairs. The only thing which has drawn 
them into our unquiet orbit has been 
some instant menace either to the authority 
or to the discipline of the Church. 
Monsignor Luzio’s task is to ascertain at 
first hand the facts of the Irish situation, 
and to try, in conjunction with the bishops, 
“to develop an atmosphere of peace.’’ The 
facts, from the Church's point of view. 
are sufficiently serious to justify the 
anxiety of which Monsignor Luzio'’s visit 
is a clear expression. At no previous 
period in Irish affairs has the ethical 
and social authority of the Roman Catholic 
Church been less effective than it is to-day. 
Crime and outrage stalk the land. The 
moral and religious restraints against 
which political violence formerly hurled 
itself in vain are being swept away. The 
bishops are thoroughly distressed and 
alarmed, but they seem to be helpless. 
Their present advocacy of the Scriptural 
doctrine that Cwsar—now that he is an 
Irish Cmesar—ought. to have his due is 
being flouted in many quarters. A dozen 
times daring the last few months Roma 
locuta est; and her words have fallen on 
deaf ears: It will be Monsignor Lauzio's 
duty to discover the true causés of these 
disturbing phenomena and to try tocounter 
them. We hope most earnestly that he 
will succeed. 

It would be easy to show that th 

bishops’ own policy—or lack of it~has 
made a considerable contribution to the 
Church’s and the country’s troubles; but 
on this point Monsignor Luzio must be 
allowed to form an independent judgment. 
The second part of his mission—the de- 
velopment of “ an atmosphere of peace — 
is the more urgent. When he enters the 
lists as a peace-maker the Pope's envoy will 
find them already filled to over-crowding. 
It is fortunate, perhaps, that he wil] be no 
stranger to Ireland ; for his Latin sanity 
will be confronted with a bewildering series 
of Celtic paradoxes. Everybody in the 
Free State knows that the country must 
have peace in the immediate fntare if it 
is to survive at all. Everybody, except 
the mere camp-followers of anarchy, wants 
peace. The responsible authors of outrage 
seem to have persuaded themselves that 
their tactics furnish the shortest way to 
peace: it is a ruinous notion, but, doubt- 
less, it is sincere. Nine-tenths of the 
people of the Free State—inclading, per- 
haps, many who are in arms against it-— 
know perfectly well that peace can come 
only on the basis of the Treaty with Eng- 
land. A host of peace-makers is hunting 
for formulas which wil] embody this fact 
while appearing to evade it. Never- 
theless, no progress is made, We are 
like those victinis of the witch's spell who 
stumbled for ever in an enchanted wood. 
If the Pope can help us to break that

On two necessities, of course, there can 
be no dispute. The first is that, by what- 
ever processes peace may be reached, its 
practical terms must be the abandonment 
of all warfare against the State and an 
unconditional acceptance of the people's 
will.” The other is that, so long as any 
Irishmen continue to attack the State and 
to harry the property of its citizens, the 
Government must defend both State and 
people with all the means at its. com- 
mand. It is doing that duty now and 
every law-abiding citizen must support it. 
We may ask, however, whether the Govern- 
ment has made ite fullest possible con- 
tribution to the cause of peace when it 
has stated its peace terms in the baldest 
and clearest language and has employed 
all its resources of military attack and 
defence, or whether something yet remains 
undone. We shall suggest that the 
Goverument can help to develop an 
“atmosphere of peace” for Monsignor 
Luzio by being a little less suspicious of 
the motives of our native peace-makers and 
a little less acrimonious in its wordy 
exchanges with the Republican leaders. 
If the “ Neutral I.R.A.” really are work- 
ing for a practical peace, Mr. Kevin 
O’Higgins’s sarcasm is not likely to en- 
courage them. Ministerie] statements 
which teem with personalities are not 
likely to induce a single rebel to lay down 
his arms. Miss Mary MacSwiney’s retort

An Irish Opportunity. 


While the campaign of destruction con- 
tinues to wreck Irelaud’s hopes of an early 
revival of trade, it is comforting to learn 
that business men in England have not 
lost faith in the Free State’s commercial 
and industria] future, Manchester, which 
has the reputation of being twenty-four 
hours ahead of the rest of England in com- 
merce as wel! as in politics, is very anxious 
to establish direct trade with the Free 
State; and the authorities of the Man- 
chester Ship Canal recognise that such a 
trade would be extremely valuable, not 
only for Manchester, but for Ireland. At 
present all, or nearly all, Dublin’s trade 
with Manchester and the North of England 
is conducted through the port of Liverpool. 
Manchester itself buys a very large quan- 
tity of Irish cattle and Irish farm produce | of 
of various kinds, and buyer and seller 
alike suffer by reason. of the fact that all 
consignments must. be transhipped at 
Liverpool and taken to their destination 
by train. If the goods could be carried 
directly by steamer from Dublin to Man- 
chester via the Ship’ Canal, much un- 
necessary trouble would be spared and the 
trade between the two cities would be helped 
enormously, The Trafford Park com- 
panies, according to the Manchester} church 
Guardian, are quite prepared to buy a new 
line of steamers and ‘run them direct to 
Dublin, on condition that the railway com- 
panies give them the same through rate

C hetindl services’ of other English ports. 
Hitherto the railway companies have been 
hostile to the proposal, because they have 
had their own interests in the ports of 
Fleetwood and Holyhead. The Manchester 
Guardian believes that the time has come 
now when a direct route can be estab- 
lished, and that the railway companies will 
be more likely to give concessions than 
they were a year ago. A revision of British 
railway rates is imminent, and, according 
to tho Railway Act of 1921, the new rates 
must be such as to give the companies 
approximately the same profits as they 
were earning in 1913, They will have no 
real incentive, therefore, for forcing goods 
‘consigned to Manchester to be carried by 
circuitous routes, and may_be persuaded to 
give the Ship Cana] authorities the neces- 
sary fatilities to make the scheme a “ com- 
mercial proposition."’ According to the 
Manchester Guardian, the authorities pro- 
pose to employ ships with refrigerating 
machinery on the Dublin service if it can 
be arranged, and Irish trade would be 
given a great fillip. We hope that the 
proposal will be put into practice without 
delay and that the Free State Government 
will do everything in its power to encourage 
it. A direct line of steamers between 
Dublin and Manchester would be far more 
useful to Ireland than a direct line to any 
Continental port, and the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commetce would be well advised 
to take the matter up immediately. 


British Trade. 


The figures of British trade for the 
month of February show a decline of some- 
thing like nine million pounds in exports 
as compared with the preceding month, 
and a very slight fall as compared with 
February of last year. The greatest reduc 
tion is shown /y vehicles, including ships, 
which show a decline of nearly . seven 
million pounds as compared with February,. 
1922. Other articles which were ex- 
ported in decreased quantities included 
cement, earthenware, cotton yarn, flax and 
chemicals. The total value of these de- 
creases is small, except that of cotton 
yarn, exports of which fell in value by 
nearly six hundred thousand pounds. <A 
still greater fall was registered by 
machinery and mill-work, which fell in 
value by nearly a million pounds as com- 
pared with February, 1922. The Ruhr 
crisis and the consequent dislocation «!f 
German industry do not appear to have 
sent any windfall in the way of orders for 
machinery to Germany's British rivals. 
The crisis is reflected, however, in the 
export increases—notably that. of coal, 
which shows an advance of fifty-four per 
cent. and £2,400,000 in valuo over the pre- 
ceding vear. The bulk of this increase 
represents exports to Germany. Another 
marked increase was that in woollen 
fabrics end worsteds, which rose in value 
of exports by more than a million pounds. 
For the first fwo months of the year 
British imports increased by more than 
twenty-five per cent., while exports for the 
same period increased by less than two 
and a half per cent. It will be interesting 
to see how these figures compare with 
those for April, when the imports an:l 
exports of the Irish Free State presumably 
will be reckoned as such. As the figures 
stand, they show all too clearly that the 
pace of industrial reconstruction is bitterly 
slow, 


A World in Arms. 


No man who reads his daily paper with 
a general rather than a particular eye 
can fail to observe the painful extent to 
which arms and armies continue to occupy 
the thonghts of men. A glance at the 
old world through the medium oi 
the newspaper discovers to us, first, 
that German Socialists in Austria have 
organised a secret army, thirty thousand 
strong. They are armed with sections 
of lesd-pipe and revolvers and are 
financed by the Pan-German League oí 
Hamburg, which sends them a hundred 
pounds a month, or rather less than a 
penny a month per warrior. Another 
offender is the Rif chieftain, Abd ei Krim, 
who recently received substantial sums of 
money from the Spaniards as ransom for 
Spanish prisoners in his hands, and is 
reported to be spending it on arms and 
ammunition from Turkey. At present his 
attentions are concentrated on his tribal 
enemies in the Morocco Hinterland. In 
Paraguay the rebels are becoming trouble- 
some again, according to reports. There 
has been a rebellion in progress in Para- 
guay ever since the Spaniards left, and the 
state of that Republic onght to be taken 
as a hideous warning by those who imagine 
that rebellions must come to ap end sooner 
or later. These items may be regarded. as 
supplementary tg the time-honoured 
trouble spots i Ae continue to bicker 
con amore—the Near East and the Far 
East, China and Ireland, Poland and the 
Ruhr, Mexico and Waziristan, and a score 
of other places where the pistol or the 
yataghan, the blunderbuss or the stinkpot 
are the recognised media for the inter- 
change of ideas.

THE IDES OF MARCH. 
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others should the warning of the Ides 

of March be given. This month of 
many weathers, named from the great god 
Mars, and formerly the first month of the 
Roman years, carries many perils to health in 
ita ssing. 

The warm gleams of a bright sun, followed 
quickly by a sharp blast, prove the ondoing 
of not a few, while the stretching out of the 
day's light recalls the old adage, ‘As the 
days lengthen, the cold strengthene.”’ 

The ides of the Romans were days 
set apart for the worship of Jupiter, and were 
held on the 15th day of four separate months, 
and on the 15th of the other months in the 
year; but that of the 15th March, owing to 
the aseassination of Julius Cesar on that date 
(B.C. 44), became a “ black day.’ on which 
the Senate was not allowed to sit. It was 
called parrictdinm. 

“Beware the Ides of March,” 
Shakespeare in his splendid play, but the 
soothsayer’s words are turned aside, “He is a 
dreamer ; let. us leave him, pass. There are 
many allusions to this wonderful spring 
month. Chaucer speaks of the “drought of 
Mareh,” and W. C. Brvant sings 
stormy March has come at last, with wind 
and cloud and changing skies,” while the 
Bard of Avon tells of the “Daffodils that 
come before the swallow dares and take the 
winds of March with beauty.’

HENRY IV. OF FRANCE. 
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THE PEACE WITH SPAIN. 


The second of the series of four Lady 
Ardilaun Lectures of the 1925 series on “The 
Ace of Henry IV.” was delivered yesterday 
afternoon at the Alexandra College, Dublin, by 
Principal Grant Robertson, C.V.0, There was 
a large and appreciative audience 

The lecturer, in the course of the second 

lecture, which dealt with ‘‘The Coort and 
Reign of Henry IV. (1596-1610).”’ said that 
in the Spring of 1589 Henry LI. had been 
acrassipated, and the lawful! heir to the throne 
was Henry IV., being the nearest male heir 
to the House of Vv alois, with which the House 
of Bourbgn was intimately connected. Henry 
at that time was 54 vears old, and since he 
was five years old, in 1560, he had seen France 
for 29 years plunged in a desperate civil war-— 
a war no nearer 3 conclusion in 1589 than it 
was in 1561. The great Roman Catholic 
League had not succeeded in vanquishing the 
Huguenots, nor had the latter advanced their 
cause any further. 
What were the prospects of one cause or the 
other getting a victory! Withont the help of 
Spain the League could not go on very long. 
and, on the other hand, the Huguenots would 
also fail without outside Pr ‘teatant support. 
Both parties had called in the foreigner. The 
French people were looking for a man who 
was neither a Protestant nor a Catholic. but 
a good Frenchman. The civil war after 28 
years had destroyed much of France, and in 
Paris there was nothing but lawlessness and 
poverty. But there were worse things than 
poverty, lose of life, and lawlessness— 
degradation of character and destruction of 
ideals. 

Henry. who until the spring of 1589 had 
been King of Navarre and leader of the 
Huguenot people, shine becarne K! ng of France, 
and proce eded to bind up her wounds and to 
give her a national policy. ig policy was,

France.” The French Catholics said. “A 
heretic cannot rule over France, because threo- 
fourths of the people are Roman Catholic. 
In 1591 Henry was heginning to take counsel! 
with the leaders of the Catholic Church, and 
in 1594 he entered Paris. He was not a great 
soidier. and had more than once heen out- 
naianeined by the greatest soldier of the day in 
Evrope—the Duke of Parma. 

In judging Henry there were two schools of 
thought. nere were those who said that, 
placed in the position in which he was, there 
was no other course open for him, and that, it 
was his duty as King of France, and that it 
would not have been his duty in &ny other 
position—in fact, that it would have been a 
facrifice of principle ; and there were the 
others who said th at not even the peace of 
France could justify the sacrifice of conscience 
to what was repre: stad as mere expediency. 
He asked to be accented into the Roman 
Catholic Church, and by 1589 the great re- 
nunciation had been made, and then Henry 
called upon France to drive tha spaniard out, 
and he had behind him the Catholic leaders 
and the Protestant Jeaders And in 1598 he 
roade peace with Spain more or legs on his 
own terns. 

Aud that same vear of the creat Tre aty of 
1598 was marked by one of the most memor- 
able things ever done in European history. 
and that was the promulgation of the Edict of 
Nantes, embodying in it a new principle and 
guaranteeing perfect liberty of w orship to the 
Huguenots in their chapels and in their 
homes, and guaranteeing them equal access to 
the throne, oud that no man was to be ex- 
cluded from the service of the Crown on the 
ground that he was cither a Roman Catholic 
or a Huguenot. The Edict proclaimed for the 
fret time in European history the principle of 
toleration. 

The remainder of Henry's life was occupied 
with finance, to a certain extent with educa- 
tion, with restoring peace, and with putting 
down looters, robbers*or maranders, whether 
dukes or tinkers—and sometimes thev were the 
one and sometime« they were the other. 
(Laughter.) And during these years there was 
@ great recrudescence of prosperity in France.

ARAB CONFEDERATION, 


INDIVIDUAL AUTONOMY

The situation in the Ruhr cropped up again 
in the House of Commons this evening on a 
motion by Sir John Simon to reduce the 
Foreign Office vote by £100. The point he 
raised was that the encircling of the British 
occupied area was a new fact never contem- 
plated when the occupation of the Rubr was 
tirst discussed, and the issue involved led him 
to think that the Government's policy of dritt 
and acquiesence was going mach too far. 

Lord Eustace Percy, whose name hae been 
mentioned as a possible successor to Mr. 
Ronald MeNeill in the Under-Secretaryship of 
the Foreign Office, supported Sir John to the 
extent of thinking r that the time was approach- 
ing when this country could no longer main 
tain a mere inactive neutrality in regard to 
French agtion. 

The growing gravity of the situation was 
also emphasised by Mr. H. L. Fisher, and 
more vigorous action was urged both by Col 
Gretton and Mr. J, H. Thomas. All this 
volume of oratory in criticism of the action of 
France was supplemented by Mr. Asquith, 
who pointed out that the extended scope of 
the French operations had resulted in the 
practical strangulation of British trade in that 
part of the world. This was essentially a 
matter, thought Mr. Asquith, in which we 
should ask for the friendly assistance vi the 
League of Nations. 

Mr. Ronald McNeill, in a reply rhier 
added little to what the Prime Minister had 
already said on the subject, observed that 
whilst there had been a great deal of denun- 
ciation of French action, there had been 
really no practical suggestions as to what 
steps His Majesty's Government could take. 
He was not impressed by the proposa: to 
refer the matter to the League of Nationa, 
which was not yet an institution deeply rooted 
in the minds of the people of the world. The 
situation was serious, but the one thing the 
Government had in view was the maintenance 
of our friendship with France. 

Sir John Simon’s amendment was defeated 
by 249 to 201, a result which gave rise to some 
Labour cheers. 

Quite a lively debate developed after & 
o'clock, on the motion for the second reading 
of a private bill, the object of which ig to 
enable Warrington to obtain water from the 
Ceiriog Valley, in North Wales.

SUfk, BLACKWATER, AND

CARRICK-CLONMEL

The Suir, Blackwater, and Bride naviga 
tions were considered at the sitting of the 
Canal Commission yesterday. The evidence 
et Mr. Austin A. Farrell, secretary and 
general manager, Waterford Harbour Com- 
missioners, was first taken in reference to 
the Sur. 

Mr. Farrell said he was convinced that the 
expenditure of deepening or canalising the 
tiver between Carrick and Clonmel couid not 
be justified, because he had calculated that 
it would not pay. The population of 
Clonmel! was only 10,167, and that of the 
district about 20,000. The railway, if pro- 
perly equipped with rolling stock, could 
carry more tonnage than what was offered in 
normal times. 

The Clonmel Borough Surveyor was re- 
ported as favouring the deepening of the 
river between Carrick and Clonmel, so that 
sea-going vessels, which could reach Carrick, 
could also go on as far as Clonmel. The 
Surveyor was reported as saying that the 
rise in the river bed at Clonmel, above that 
at Carrick, was 48 feet, and to carry out his 
scheme it would mean excavating 5 to 7 
million cubic yards from the river bed, at a 
yf about £300,000. The distance was 
about 16 miles, and in some places there were 
only 18 inches of water. Witness asked if 
the spending of £300,0C° would be justified 
in providing a second means of transport for 
non-perishable goods only, when a railway 
was available, which had to be maintained 
for passengers and perishable goods, or could 
it be justified even for generating electricity.
